On the evening of March 11, 1964, Dr. MARTIN LUTHER KING 
spoke at a freedom rally at the Klein Memorial in Bridgeport, 
Connecticut. The rally was sponsored by a committee of 
local citizens for the benefit of the Southern Christian 
Leadership Conference of which Dr. KING is president. 

There was no admission to this rally. The public was 
invited, however, a collection was taken up for the Southern 
Christian jggadership Conference. 

After this freedom rally. Dr. KING was greeted by an audience 
of over eight hundred persons at St. John’s Episcopal Church, 
corner of Park and Fairfield Avenue in Bridgeport, where he 
also make a brief talk. The talks by Dr. KING were in 
connection with the various phases of the current civil rights 
bill which is now before the U.S. Senate. 

He left Bridgeport in the vicinity of midnight and was 
going to Kennedy Airport in New York City. Information 
was received that on March 12, 1964, Dr. KING was going 
to Louisville, Kentucky to attend a meeting. The nature 
or purpose of this meeting was not known, however, it 
was indicated that it was a meeting and not a speaking 
engagement.

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Reference is made to’ Mr* DeLoach's memorandum of 2-5-64 
in which he reported a conversation he had had with Ed Guthman of 
the Department concerning letters to members of Congress dealing 
with Martin Luther King. In this connection the Director has 
inquired as to my activities with regard to clearance of such 
communications. 

The only letter which I had anything to do with clear¬ 
ing was one from the Attorney General to Senator Richard B. 

Russell dated 11-1-63. The circumstances surrounding this are 
as follows: Shortly after noon on 11-1-63 Assistant Attorney 
General (AAG) Marshall furnished to me the Department's file of 
correspondence with Senator Russell concerning the association 
of King with Hunter Pitts 0 * 0011 . A proposed letter to Senator 
Russell for the Attorney General*s (AG) signature dated 11-1-63 
was attached. Marshall said he and the AG had discussed the 
proposed letter with the President. Marshall asked us to con¬ 
sider the language in the proposed letter to Senator Russell to 
determine if it would jeopardize our informant or otherwise 
interfere with our investigation of communist matters. 

Since time was of the essence 1 took the proposed letter 
to Mr. Belmont’s office and discussed it with him. We concluded 
that there were definite objections to the letter as it was writtei 
as it specifically referred to sensitive sources available to the 
FBI. A memorandum was prepared recommending changes in the letter

as changed he said he was not certain it would accomplish its 
purpose.

Each draft after written was dis¬ 
cussed with the President telephonically by the AG and none of 
the drafts were satisfactory to the President, He thereafter 
decided that an innocuous letter saying nothing of substance 
should be sent to Senator Russell which letter should be deliverec 
by AAG Marshall and me. At the time the letter was delivered 
the Senator was to be furnished orally by Marshall with detailed 
information as to Martin Luther King's activities. 1 was merely 
to assure the Senator as to the sensitive position of our informar 
and the fact that information from this informant of a continuing 
nature was vital to the country's welfare. After the AG had left 
the city Deputy AG Katzenbach was substituted for Burke Marshall 
as Katzenbach knew the Senator. An appointment to see the 
Senator was made for 5:00 p.m,, 11-1-63. At this meeting Katzenba 
furnished the Senator with information concerning King and his 
communist connections. It was unnecessary for me to say anything 
at this conference other than to confirm Katzenbach's statement 
about the sensitiveness of our source. The Senator indicated 
satisfaction with the explanation given to him by Katzenbach and 
said that he did not intend to make any speech on the floor of the

Guthman told me he had no TJftu-the FBI had furnishec 

information to the newspapers concerning King. He state^that obviously the 
‘ Department had not leaked any information inasmuch asfonl/four/individuals in 
the Department, the Attorney General, Katzenbach, Assi slant *Auornev General Mille 
and Guthman, were the only ones who knew of King's connections with Stanley 
Levinson. I told Guthman that Burke Marshall undoubtedly knew of such connections 
( inasmuch as I believe he had talked to King. Guthman admitted this was true.^^/ 

From the tone of Guthman’s entire remarks, it would appear he had 
two thoughts in mind without actually stating such thoughts. These thoughts were 
(l) that the Attorney General is most anxious that information concerning King not 
be released; and (2) that the Attorney General's connections with King, and his 
defensive statements concerning King to the Congress in Civil Rights hearings, 
could certainly injure the Attorney General's political chances for the future. 

I made it a point to tell Guthman before he left that the Department was, 
of course, very close to the Saturday Evening Post, particularly in view of the 
deliberate leaks of information to the Saturday Evening Post on the Cassini and 
Valachi matters. I told Guth man that if the Saturday Evening Post had obtained 
(information concerning King, it would appear that they might have received such 
information from the same sources where they had gotten their previous facts. 

Guthman reacted to this quite anxiously and stated all this may be true, however, 
under no circumstances would they give any publication the facts concerning King. 

In a very hurt tone of voice, he told me once again the Attorney General was not worrie

Following my conversation with the Director at approximately 10 AM 
this morning, after the Director had talked with the Attorney General, I called Guthman 
and told him he apparently had misquoted my conversation with him of last night. 

I asked Guthman if he had told the Attorney General, in quoting me, that had been 
"quite concerned about a letter the Attorney General had written in which he defended 
Martin Luther King. " I told Guthman I had not mentioned any letter in my conversation 
with him. Guthman replied that the Attorney General had gotten ail mixed up in his 
conversation with the Director. Guthman admitted I made no reference to any letter. 

He also admitted I had not indicated that I was "quite concerned" in referring to the 
Attorney General. Guthman explained the basis of the Attorney General’s call to the 
Director by stating that he and Burke Marshall had gone over to see the Attorney Gener 
and while in his office had mentioned the information which apparently has been 
accumulated by the Atlanta, Georgia, reporter. In explaining to the Attorney General,

had defended King before the Congress. I told Guthman my remarks to him had 
not meant to imply any potential embarrassment whatsoever to the Attorney General 
and that I had brought the Attorney General’s name into the conversation only because 
of the many newspaper articles which had been written quoting the Attorney General 
I and his defense of King. Guthman stated that the Attorney General was very fond 
of me, and that he and the Attorney General, though they would n ot be aroun d much 
longer, felt their relations with my office ha(r^^”of^fhe~cTosesFnature. He~~stated 
the Attorney General did not under any circumstances believe that my remarks had 
implied possible potential embarrassment but the Attorney General had called the 
Director merely to keep the record straight. 

Guthman referred once again to the so-called "letter" the Attorney 
General had written concerning King. He admitted once again this matter did not 
come up in our conversation last night. H e stated there had been a letter, however, 
as a result of the Attorney General’s appearance before the Magnuson Committee in 
the Senate. This occurred at the time of the Attorney General’s appearance concernin 
Civil Rights legislation. Senator Monroney had questioned the Attorney General as 
to King’s communistic connections, according to Guthman. The Attorney General 
promised to write Senator Monroney a letter.' Guthman stated that such a letter had 
been prepared and had been couched in a very careful language. He mentioned that 
the letter had been cleared bv Assistant Director Evans and had then been ddivered 
to Senator Monroney. He stated that following delivery of this letter, either Katzenbac 
or Burke Ma rshall, along with Mr. Evans , had orally briefed Senators Russelland 
ardia g King’ s commumstie connections.

No record was located in Bureau files to indicate that the Attorney 
General or anyone in the Department contacted us regarding what information should 
be supplied to the Senators and Congressman relative to King, Mr. Evans has declarec 
that he most certainly did not clear any letter written to the Senators or the 
Congressman on this topic.

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On July 26, 1963, newspapers throughoi 
Senator Monroney had released the contents of a letter to him from Attorney Genera' 
Kennedy stating there is "no evidence” that King or any of the other top leaders of 
the civil rights groups is a communist or communist controlled. The letter revealet 
the Attorney General based his statement "on all available information from the FBI 
and other sources," This letter was dated July 23, 1963. A similar letter 
apparently also was sent to Senator Magnuson. 


On July 27, 1963, Senator Russell of Georgia wrote the Director 
inquiring about much the same matter. This letter also was referred to the Attorney 
General under date of July 31, 1963. On November 1, 1963, Assistant Attorney 
General Burke Marshall contacted Mr. Belmont's Office relative to the letter from 
Senator Russell and a subsequent letter from the Senator to the Attorney General 
vigorously complaining about not having received an answer to the earlier 
communication. A proposed reply to Senator Russell over the Attorney Generals 
1 signature was provided and Mr. Belmont expressed objections to the wording, 
particularly since it would jeopardize a most sensitive source. Mr. Evans conferret 
with the Attorney General and Mr, Marshall later on 11-1-63 and it was determined 
that the draft of the letter to Russell had been approved by the President. The draft 
was rephrased three times and each draJt was rejected by the President who finally 
instructed that an innocuous communication be sent to the Senator and delivered 
personally by Mr. Marshall and Mr. Evans with Mr. Marshall to orally brief the 
Senator. Subsequently on 11-1-63, Deputy Attorney General Katzenbach and

Qalamlson contacted Rustin again later in the 
r.oini:.g and described the previous night’s meeting as a 
“lynch Galamison meeting” which lasted three hours.

The March 1, 19f>4, issue of the "Young Socialist 
Challenge," published as page three of "Labor Action," 
an official publication of the Independent Socialist 
League (ISL), contained an article concerning the 
creation of the YSL, which pointed out that at a unity 
conference occurring February 12-14, 1954, at Labor Action 
Hall, New York, New York, a merger occurred betv;een the 
Young People*s Socialist League (YPSL) and the Socialist 
Youth League (SYL). The new organization was named the 
YSL. 


A confidential informant on June 15, 1954, made 
available the minutes of the YSL ! s National Action Committee 
meeting of April 13, 1954, which reflected that one S. 
SITEMAN, "Chairman of SP (Socialist Party) Youth Committee," 
had objected to a statement appearing in "Commerce," a 
New York University journal, which Indicated that the YPSL 
merged with the SYL to form the YSL. Ke explained that 
the YPSL did not merge with anyone, that it continued to 
exist as the youth section of the Socialist Party. He 
explained that a small group of the YPSL was dropped, 
expelled, or suspended from that organization and joined 
the SYL, which he characterized as the youth group of the 
"Trotskyite ISL." He explained that after these few former 
members of the YPSL Joined the SYL, the SYL then proceeded 
to change its name for Its own purposes. 

On April 9, 1936, another confidential informant 
advised as follows: 

The YSL has frequently worked in close sympathetic 
cooperation with the ISL toward similar objectives, although 
each major issue given mutual consideration is decided upon 
by these organizations individually. The YSL serves as an 
apprenticeship for the ISL, but ISL selection of members from 
YSL ranks is made on an individual and personal basis.

With respect to the foregoing information, 
it is to be noted that Martin Luther King 
and Bernard Lee, who is Martin Luther King*B 
assistant and travelling companion, were 
registered in Rooms 815 and 8l6 (on the 
8th floor) at the Park Sheraton Hotel. 


At 5:00 P.M . 9 Bayard Rustin was observed departing 
from the hotel. At 5:10 P.M., Martin Luther King, Stanley 
Levison and Clarence Jones were observed getting off an 
elevator in the lobby of the hotel. Ab they walked through 
the lobby and out of the hotel, they were engaging in 
^conversation. 
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On February 6, 1964, the first confidential 
source furnished information which Indicated that Bayard 
Rustin contacted Tom Kahn on that date. Kahn told him 
that there was a "beautiful piece" in the "New York Post" 
by Wechsler on February 6, 1964, which completely justified 
Rusting position (in visiting the Soviet United Nations 
Mission). Rustin said, "This is a big break-through and 
may prove # be a windfall." 

In the "New York Post" of February 6, 1964, 
there appears an article written by James A. Wechsler / 
captioned "News Story." In this article, Wechsler talks / 
about an article appearing in the "New York Daily News" 
in which it was revealed that Bayard Rustln appeared at / 
a party at uhe Soviet United Nations Mission. According 
to the article. It was almost inevitable the "News" would 
try to portray the school boycott as the product of a 
communist conspiracy, and it was Indicated that this was 
done crudely and cynically. 


It was stated that Bayard Rustin is a long-time 
pacifist who rejected communism more than 20 years ago 
and who, during the period when the United States and the 
Soviet Union were military allies, spent 28 months in a 
federal penitentiary as a conscientious objector, and it 
was stated that this was hardly the conduct of a communist. 


Aocording to the article, Rustin was at the 
Soviet Embassy on Tuesday evening, and it was stated that 
there was nothing furtive about his presence there. He 
was there as a member of the Committee for Non-Violo'ht 
Action, a pacifist group which staged the "San Francisco 
to Moscow Walk for Peace" in 1961. As a sequel to that 
journey, a Soviet "peace group" vas invited by the 
United States pacifists to pay a visit to the United 
States. It was stated that Rustin attended the reception 
at the Soviet Embassy as an initial participant in this

On February 5, 1964, a confidential source, who 
has furnished reliable information in the past, furnished 
Information which indicated that Clarence Jones was contacted 
by his wife, Ann, on that date. In response to a question 
by Ann concerning the reaction to the story about JE^ard^ 
Rustin appearing in the newspaper, Clarence said the reaction 
was^not good since people told him that they would not have 
\ permitted their children to boycott if they had known Rustin 
I associated with Communists. Ann said that she thinks "Bayard 
lhandled the problem successfully, but his timing was wrong in 
^associating with the Reds so soon after the boycott." 

On February 5, 1964, the same source furnished 
information which indicated that Clarence Jones contacted

Anthony told Jones to tell King that there will be a question 
and answer period after King's speech and that "King should 
anticipate some tough questions on the story that appeared 
today in the 'Daily News' regarding. Bayard Rustin.^^ Anthony 
said people will want to know what King^s connection with 
Rustin is. Jones said he would inform King. King is scheduled 
to speak at the New School for Social Research in New York 
City on February 6, 1964. 


The "New York Daily News" of February 5# 1564, carried 
the headline "Boycott Chief Soviets' Guest; Rustin at UN Mission 
Party." On page 3, there appears an article by John Baird and 
Henry Lee. In the article it was stated that Bayard Rustin, 
who was fresh from his labors of the day before in directing 
a citywide schools boycott, last night attended a private 
cocktail party given by Nikolai Federenko, Soviet United Nations, 
Ambassador, at the Soviet United Nations Mission, 136 East 
67th Street. The press, which was barred from the reception, 
learned from Rustin outside that his presence derived from his 
activities in the Committee for Nonviolent Action (CNVA) and his 
preoccupation with artistic freedom within the Soviet Union. 

According to the article, Rustin, who belonged 
to the Young Communist League between 1938 and 1941, but 
who has denied ever having been a Communist Party member, 
said he had been active two years ago in sending a CNVA team 
of walkers from San Francisco to Moscow to protest against 
Russian nuclear weapons. Rustin, according to the article, 
made it known that Soviets were invited by CNVA to dispatch a 
delegation here to explain their position on peace and

disarmament. Rustin stated that ten days ago a Soviet 
’’peace committee" arrived in the United States. The article 
Indicated that the party at the Soviet United Nations 
Mission was given in honor of "the Red peace fighters," 


A similar article appeared in the "New York 
Journal American of February 1964, written by John 
Weisberger. 


On February 6, 1964, the "New York Pally News" 
on page 4 contains an article written by l-Uchr.~ 1 Mck 
captioned "Rustin: A Man With A Mission; Visit:. Reds To 
Convert Them, He Says." In the article, it was stated 
that Rustin, who organized Monday’s school boycott, visited

doubts about this newspaper^ ability to Judge what is a 
good story and what Isn’t." According to the article, Rustin, 
who was also the organizing genius behind the March on 
Washington, "griped" about "The News" giving a page one 
headline on Wednesday to a cocktail party which Rustin 
attended at the Soviet United Nations Mission at 136 East. 
67th Street. 


Rustin stated that the entire Negro leadership 
(of the boycott) is behind his right to do this, and he 
stated that the Negro people will pay no more attention to 
this than they do when Adlai Stevenson has lunch at the 
Soviet Mission or when the President has tea with Khrushchev.

It was pointed out by the reporter to Rustin that his (Rusting 
record differs from that of the President and the Ambassador 
in that Rustin saw fit to belong to the Young Communist 
League between 1938 and 19^1> although he has alway? denied 
|being a member of the Communist Party. 

Rustin said that he felt the Negro community ’’will 
not be alarmed because they know my long history of anti- 
totalitarianism, of my criticism of the Soviet destruction 
of the trade union movement, and my protests against anti- 
Semitism in Russia. 11 Rustin also stated, "I e.m so far removed 
from any Communist ideology that 1 have fe^r* of talking 
to them - and for that reason feel obligated tu change 
^ their minds. 1 ' 

During the Interview, Rustin pointed up cne of the 
philosophies of Gandhi that one should continue to consult 
with one's opponents, and he indicated that was the reason 
for his coming to “The News," He stated that he considered 
the newspaper his opponent because the paper had made such a 
big thing about a boycott leader going to the Soviet 
Mission. He indicated that he was disturbed because the 
newspaper had not given more publicity to some of hi3 
demands concerning the boycott. Rustin said that he wanted • 
it known that he had conferred earlier on Tuesday with 
members of the Soviet delegation, not at a cocktail party, 
but in a group which included poet W.H. Auden and Eric 
Bentley, Columbia University drama teacher. He said the 
subject matter had been the lack of artistic freedom in the 
Soviet Union.

It was also reported in the "New York Daily News” 
of February 6, 1964, that at Syracuse University, irritation 
had been expressed because the institution “was stood up” 
on February 4, 1964, by Bayard Rustin. According to the 
article, Rustin was said to have pleaded fatigue in canceling 
his participation In a university seminar on civil rights. He 
appeared Instead at a cocktail party given by the Soviet 
HMission to the United Nations. 

k On February 5> 1964, a second confidential source, 

who has furnished reliable Information in the past, furnished 
i information which indicated that Clarence Jones contacted 
Bayard Rustin on that date. Jones told Rustin that the 
date has been changed from Thursday to Friday between 12:00 
and 5:00, Rustin said he would keep that time open. Jones 
said that he does not know In which hotel Martin Luther King 
1 will be staying, but he said he would let Rustin know. 

With respect to the foregoing information. It is 
to be noted that Martin Luther King wants to see Bayard 
Rustin. 


On February 5 , 1964, a third confidential source, 
who has furnished reliable information In the past, furnished 
information that Bayard Rustin had received a congratulatory 
telegram from Adam Clayton Powell, the New York Congressman, 
on the school boycott.

people, Jones mentioned that he believes If they can get their 
point across effectively enough their idea might even be ^ 

^picked up by the .Adn^nistrat.' 'n ,f . Jones stated It would be ^ 
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historic contribution If the Negro could come up v/ith a 
program which not only explains and takes into account 
the deprivations which the Negro has suffered but also 
takes into account the new objective situation of the 
fact that thousands of both whites and Negroes are now 
unemployed and that something must be done because poor 
white people also suffered from slavery. Jones advised 
that their m5f h purpose was to link preferential treatment 
with the struggle against poverty * 

King mentioned the treatment of (President) 
Johnson in the book, and Jones stated "his friend", 
(Stanley Levison) said Hermine (popper) felt that King 
should give his personal views of Johnson. Jones 

\ stated that this is particularly appropriate since the 
book will come out on the "threshold of the election

Jones told King that he had talked to Ruth 
Bailey (who is an employee of the Southern Christian 
Leadership Conference (SCLC) In the Nev; York Office), 
about her status in the New York Office of the SCLC, 
and he said that he Informed her that some changes 
were going to be nade. He stated he.told her that she 
would be requested to continue working but not as head 
of the office. Jones mentioned that she had not been 
paid for sometime, and King said he was not aware of this 
and wanted her to be paid, Jones mentioned that she took it 
upon herself to raise her own salary from $75.00 to $100,00 
per week when Jack (O'Dell) left, Jon© stated he felt 
they should not be required to pay this, but King said that 
he had agreed to pay $100.00. Jones said they should 
compromise and pay her $100,00 for half the time and 
$75.00 for the remaining time. Jones said she should not receive 
as much as $75*00 In the new position she will bo t iven 'nffft-r 
the reorganization, Jones praised the new person (adele 
Cantor) whom they have hired to head the New York Office of 
the SCLC. Jones mentioned that he and "our friend" could/S> 
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work out Bailey*s future 3tatus with the SCLC. King 

stated that he would like to have this problem cleared up before 

he leaves on an extended trip starting on February 9$ 1964. 

[ King stated that he plane to go to Hawaii, for 

'two weeks. He stated that while there he would speak to 

the Council of Churches at the University of Hawaii, and 

would speak to the State Legislature, He indicated 

that he would stay there for a few days on vacation. 

King said after he leaves Hawalihe would go to Los 
Angeles and San Francisco to attend fund raising rallies. 

King wanted to know If Jones had talked to 
anyone or had given anymore thought to Bayard (Rustin), 
and Jones indicated that he had talked extensively with 
Cleve (Robinson, who is Secretary-Treasurer of District 
65 , of Retail, Wholesale, and Department Store Union, 

American Federation of Labor-Congress of Industrial 
Organizations)and also "our friend." Jones -said that he 
told Bayard (Rustin) to keep the fifth and sixth 
open because Jones wanted him to speak to King* King 
said that Eayard called him last night and asked about the 
situation, and King stated that he told him that he would let 
Jones know and that he (Jones) would get in touch with him, 

Kiflg indicated that he did not know if it would be possible 
for him to meet with Bayard on February 6, 1964, King indicated 
that he would try to work it out so that he could see Bayard 
on February 7# 1§64, 

King mentioned that on February 6, 1964, he 
planned to go to a meeting of the Gandhi Society, (in 

New York City) and was making a speech at the New School_ 

for Social and he also mentioned thsb~he Tfas~~fTo 

bap^'an ~Tn£erview with "Ladies of the press." King 
said that he has to meet with Hermine (Popper) on February 7* 
1964, and go over her editing. He stated that he plans to 
get a 12:00 noon plane back to Atlanta.

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King asked if his speech at the New School 
for Social Research had gotten much publicity, and 
Jones replied that it had gotten a half page ad 
in "The - New York Times". King discussed the possibility 
of discussing or using the "preferential treatment angle" 
for both whites and Negroes in this speech, and Jones 
told him he would have to be careful not to do anything 
to lose his copyright to the material in the book. Jones 
also advised him not to give copies of his speech to 
anyone. They agreed to use another chapter from the book 
for the speech. 


/ King mentioned that Bayard had requested King 

/to tape several messages to give to the news media to 
/ be presented during the boycott (of New York City Public 
/ Schools), and King stated that he felt he should no^ do 
/ this. Jones agreed with him. Jone3 stated he was 

\ afraid King would make enemies by doing this because 

\ King would get the credit and the very people who 
\ wanted him to make the tapes would criticize him for 
\ stealing the glory when they did all of the work. King 
\ stated he did not want "to pervert the weight which he 
Vias by constantly throwing it around." 

' Ann Jones (who is the wife of Clarence Jones), 

discussed with King his coming to New York on March 11, 1964, 
to speak to a meeting of the Committee for Democratic 
Voters. She stated she was aware tha+- King was attempting 
to be a non-partisan. She said that theywere inviting 
Republicans as well as Democrats, but she said the affair was 
being sponsored by the Democrats. King stated he did 
not wish to appear to favor either side, and he said he 
thought he had made a previous commitment. Ann stated 
they might be able to set a different date, and King 
said he would think about it and let her know. 

\ J same source furnished information which indicated 

t/ that Stanley Levison contacted Clarence Jones on 
k February 2, Levison mentioned that he was having some 

va difficulty locating the manuscript of the final chapter 
vl of Martin Luther King's new book, Jones said that King 
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wanted it In order to use It in his speech at the New 
School for Social Research on February ^ 1964. Levison 

said that King should save this for:-a worthwhile audience and 
that he does not think that the New ochool for 
Social Research is worthwhile- for King. Jones agreed 
with this. Jones and Levison talked about the proposed 
II boycott of New York City Public Schools on Februaiy 3# 1964. 
Levison said that James Donovan, who Is the President of the 
Board of Eduction, is a "hoodlum who inspires violence. 1 ’ 
Levison felt that there would be dolence at the schools 
being boycotted; Jones agreed with Levison 


) Th e same source furnished Information which 
Indicated rfrSt C laren ce Jones contacted Harry V/achtel 
on February 2, 19&KJ Wachte required why Jones does not 
call Mm more o ffi&TTy and Jones assured him that it v;a3 not 
because of the money owed Wachtel: . Wachtel said that on 
Kay 9> 1964, he is giving a speech at Washington, D.C., 
before the Harvard Business Club, and he sid that he 
would like to use some of King’s material from the book. 

Jones Indicated that this would be all right. Wachtel. said that 
he had gotten a manuscript of King’s new book, and Jones 
said that was sent to him for his information. Wachtel'. 
advised that he had spoken to Jack Greenberg, of the National 
Association for the Advancement of Colored people (NAACP), 

Legal Defense Fund, and that Greenberg said King spoke to 
him briefly about the NAACP and the SCLC working closer 
together. Jones said that this Is a good idea because there 
should be some representation given to KIngfe views by 
NAACP. 



Jones said that "they t ’must discuss the problem 
of Bayard^Rustin’s position In the SCLC as there Is a desire on th 

have a close association with Bayard ." 

Jones sdd that he feels that they must decide 
s to whether Rustin should become '"an Integral part of the 
SCLC or whether he should be permitted to go his own intellectual 
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ways." Jones also said it "would not be good to have 
Bayard f s intellect chained to too much responsibility.” 
Wachtel indicated he felt that Rustin was needed in the 
SCLC and that it would be a good idea to have Rustin 
as a leader of the "Northern Branch of the SCLC." Jones 
said that "we don’t want to interfere with Bayard*s 
flexibility." Wachtel indicated that he would try to 
see King on February J, 1964. 


A second confidential source, who has furnished 
reliable information in the past, advised on February 2, 
1964, that on that date, Clarence Jones contacted 
Stanley Levlson. They discussed the forthcoming 
book by Martin Luther King with Jones stating chat 
some thought should be given to the changing of the 
placing of some information concerning the "white 
worker" in a chapter of the book. Jones also stated 
that "he" does not have a copy of the "additional 
material and would like Levlson to "get it to him 
as soon as possible". Levlson sai<j.he would send it 
out on Monday, February 3# 1964.fip 

Jones Indicated that he had sent all of the 
material on Adeie to King and that King is upset because 
the mailing list is all fouled up. Levlson said that he 
has been trying to get Jack 0 , Dell to he 3p Adeie "to 
get the loose ends straightened up " 


It is noted that Adeie Cantor has agreed to 
begin work at the New York Office of the Southern Christian 
Leadership Conference (SCLC), 'as of February 3# 1964, and 
that Levison has been attempting to get O’Dell to meet 
with Cantor since he formerly handled the operation of 
the New York Office^ 


Levlson said that O’Dell told him that he 
was going to Atlanta soon and wondered If O'Dell was 
doing this to see "The Man" to plead Ruth’s side of 
the case. Jones said that Bevel invited O’Dell to 
Atlanta, that O’Dell was going to Atlanta to attend 
a conference.^ 
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It Is noted that Ruth Bal£y, an employee 
of the New York Office of the SCLC, has been running 
that office since 0*Dell left the SCLC and that the 
Reverend James Bevel is a Field Secretary for the 
SCLC in At.lar^a- Georgia,

The representative said /thet-eare still two 
chapters to be finished, that the publishers are going 
to make It a "hard cover" publication and give It a big 
send-off, and that the book will be out In early June, 
TheYagree it Is turning Into something timely and 
Important, Levison said that he would be at the 
office of the publisher's representatives on February 3> 
1964.®
